THE PraDENT! 


After the Magnificent Reception at 
Chicago, Leaves that City for 
Milwaukee. 


CmoAOo, Oct. 6.—Simplicity and os- 
tentation were the distinguishing charac- 
teristics of the reception to President 
and Mrs. Cleveland lest night at the Co- 
lumbia theatre, where only those were 
admitted who had been formally invited 
beforehand by the committee of citizens 
charged with that duty. 
Ten thousand 
tickets haâ been issued, each admitting 
one man and his complement of ladies. 
It had been announced that the recep- 
tion would close at 11 o'clock, but the 
president and Mis. Cleveland looked at 
the line of anxious faces and lingered 
past the hour, and it was not wanting 
much of midnight when the place was 
finally cleared. 


CmoAGO, Oct. 6.—Swarms of people 
again filled all the approaches to the 
Palmer house this morning, eagerly 
watching for a glimpse of President 
Cleveland, when he should emerge for 
a drive to the International Mi'itary 
encampment. 
Crowds of workmen and 
shop girls on their way to work, forgot 
for the time being, the toil before them 
and pressed forward through the jam of 
country people and well-dressed city 
sight-seeers. 
Half a dozen mounted 
police had no little trouble in making a 
passage for the president's cariiage. He 
was accompanied by Mayor Roche, Gen. 
Terry and a dozen lesser dignitaries. 


A rapid drive ppst two or three thous- 
and troops drawn up in line, thundei ig 
salutes from artillery, bows and smU< 
to the couple by thousands of spectatoi J 
in the Stan ""s, completed the ceremonics 
at the en ampment. 
Withoat delay 
the president boarded the tre^n for the 
depot down town, from which he start*. 3 
for Milwaukee at 10:05. Mrs. Cleveland 
had preceded him by half an hour, 
slipping quietly into the carriage at the 
hotel and being driven to the depot, 
comparatively unobsered. 


GOV. OGLESBY'S EXPLANATION. 


A Springfield dispatch gives explana- 
tions of Gov. Oglesby's absence from 
Chicago during the president's visit. 
There was an inquiry about the state 
capital to-day as to the reason why 
Gov. Oglesby remained away on the oc- 
casion of the president's visit there. 
He 
had a presbing invitation to go. 
It 
seems, however, that when the Spring- 
field authorities were prepaiing the in- 
vitation to the prt aident to come here, 
the mayor and otheiâ called on the gov- 
ernor and asked him to jom in the invi- 
tation. 


The governor replied that in hfs posi- 
tion he did not think he could with pre 
priety join in the citizens' invitation to 
Springfield any more than in one to any 
other city in the state, but that he could 
write to the president, and would cheer- 
fully do so, saving he had learned the 
authorities at the capital had invited him 
to come here and if he decided to come, 
as it was hoped he would, the governor 
and all the state officers would unite in a 
general endeavor to make his stay agree- 
able and pleasant. Thh was written on 
behalf of the state government, and sent 
entirely separate from the invitation of 
the mayor, council and citizens. 
The 
president replied to the mayor's invita- 
tion and referred to the action of the 
council and the citizens, but neither 
mentioned the governor's letter nor re- 
plied to it separately. 
This explains 
why the governor has not personally 
joined in the welcome of the president 
upon the soil of Illinois. 


AT MIIIWAUKEE. 


MILWAUKEE, October 6 —Postmaster 
General Vilas, whose guest the prt sident 
and Mrs. Cleveland are to be at Madison, 
accompanied the party from Chicago. 
The scenes along the way from Chicago 
were of the usual character. 
When the 
train drew into the depot the president's 
car was brought abreast a temporary 
platform, upon which the president wes 
to alight, an immense crowd cheered re- 
peatedly and swayed and surged about. 
The presidential salute was fired by a 
battery on the shore and the revenue 
steamer, "Andrew Johnson," opened her 
ports and echoed the salute. 
The pre- 
airanged program was carrici out, and 
the escort to the distinguished visitors 
took up its position.

NEW YOBK, Oct. 6.—It is announced 
that the sale of the Baltimore and Ohio 
to the Western Union has been com- 
pleted. The contract was signed this 
morning.

Cor- 
respondence was found later e atablishing 
this belief. The mate was locked in the 
cabin. The men got wind of the captain's 
suspicious after arrival here, and this 
morning early nine of them deserted the 
ship.

WATER WORKS. 


The Injunction Case Before Judge Mc- 
Bride is Getting Interesting. 


Judge McBride resumed consideration 
of the water works case this morning 
and the plaintiffs, the trustees, rested 
their side of the case. 
City Attorney 
Colerick, who is assisted by Morris & 
Barrett and W. S. Oppenheim, began in- 
troducing testimony on behalf of the 
city. 


Mr. Colerick introduced the affidavits 
of E. A. Hoffman, H. C. Graffe and 
Joseph Gruber setting forth that they 
had expressed no opinion on the value of 
the feeder canal property. 
Neither had 
they been approached or conversed with 
any one interested in the property before 
or since their appointment to condemn 
the canal for water works purposes. 


The city attorney then read from the 
messages of ex-Mayor Zollinger and 
Mayor Muhler their arguments in favor 
of the purchase and control of the water 
flow in the St. Joe river and feeder 
oanal. He read reports and resolutions 
condemnatory of the expenditure of the 
people's money for expeiimental water 
supplies and concluded by reading from 
ft dozen or more reports of the present 
and past water works trustees, para- 
graphs strongly and urgently announc- 
ing tbe failure of the Spy Run or present 
source of water supply end demanding 
a new and additional supply for the 
city's wants. 


This was in reply to their present plea 
that they have now an abundant and 
sufficient water supply. 


Hon, W. G. Colerick, A. A. Purman 
and H. C. Hanna appear for the water 
works ti astees, and it is needless to say, 
there is a picnic between these gentle- 
men and the attorneys already named 
for the city. 


Captain Hettler is a constant atten- 
dant and Judge McBride found it t d- 
visable to remind Mr. Hettler yesterday 
that only the opposing counsel would be 
heard in arguing the case. It seems 
that the captain took occasion to express 
his opinion in court and this led City 
Attorney Colerick to refer to him as 
'•Vox Populi." Mr. Hettler did not 
catch the meaning of the Latin phrase 
and the scene was stormy until his at- 
torneys explained its innocence to him. 
Mr. Hfttler, however, remarked, "He 
had better not call me 'Vox Populi' 
again."

Trussel is a bridge foreman on 
the 
Wabash road and was telegraphed to at 
Attica. 


Mrs. Wesener has been ailing of late 
and had her share of trouble. 
She was 
in a good frame of mind this morning, 
however, and no one dreamt of 
her 
committing suicide. 
She finished her 
ironing and the clothes hung on a rack 
in the kitchen. 
Dinner, too, was almost 
prepared on the table by her own hands, 
so that the idea of taking her own life 
must have seized hold of her in an 
instant. 


She pulled a trunk and chair near each 
other, and standing on them she adjusted 
the rope about a cross beam in the 
kitchen and then placed the noose about

This Afternoou. 


At 3 o'clock this afternoon, at her resi- 
dence, No. 90 East Berry street,

curred the death^of Mrs. Jane Barbour, 
the wife of Mr. M. F. Barbour, of this 
city. 
She has suffered from paralysis 
for several months and for two weeks it 
seemed as if her death was liable to co- 
cur at any hour. 
Her daughters, Mrs. 
Rev. H. H. Lipes, of Union, N. Y., and 
Mrs. Geo. C. Thompson, of Chicago, 
have been at her bedside for several 
days, but her remaining children, Lu- 
cius and Myron Barbour, found it fm- 
possible to be present at the time of her 
death. 


Mrs. Barbour was the first white child 
born in Fort Wayne and for nearly 
seventy years has been a resident of the 
place. She was the daughter of the late 
Mrs. Laura Suttenfield, who with her 
husband. Col. Wm. Suttenfield, were 
the earliest pioneers in this section of 
the state. They came here on the 10th 
day of May 1813, when the spot where 
the city of Fort Wayne now stands was 
a wilderness. 
Col, Snttenfield was an 
active participant in all the stirring 
scenes of those early frontier times and 
under Major Whisler, was one of the 
leading spirits in the rebuilding of the 
old fort, near which Mrs, Barbour was 
born on the 29 th day of November, 
1887. 


Her early life was an eventful one, 
witnessing, as she did, all the pioneer 
struggles of those early times, and her 
reoollections of them were ever vivid 
and interesting. 
Amidst such scenes as 
these she grew to womanhood, and on 
the 14th of March. 1836, she was mar- 
ried to Mr. M. F. Barbour, who came 
here the year before, and with whom 
she has passed over half a century of 
married life. 


Her husband and four children, Sylvia 
S., the wife of Rev. H. H. Lipes, of 
Union, N. Y.. Lida, the wife of Mr. Geo. 
C. Thompson, of Chicago, and Lucius 
T. and Myron C. Barbour, of Coffeville, 
Kan., survive her, to mourn the death 
of a loving wife, a devoted mother, a 
true friend and an earnest ^christian. •
